I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my 
eighteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  Karrier  Bantam  11/15  cu.yd.  packer  refuse 
collection  vehicle  was  delivered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 

has  -proved  to  be  satisfactory  making  a  cleaner  collection  and  savins 
time.  & 


Tipping  ceased  on  the  tip  facing  Stanneybrook  Park 
and  has  been  contoured  into  the  existing  countryside,  soiling  and 
reseeding  have  yet  to  be  carried  out. 

Planning  permission  has  been  received  for  the  new 

tip  at  Uncouth. 


The  appointed  day  f or  the  slaughterhouse  regulations 
was  the  1st  January,  1962. 

At  that  date  two  slaughterhouses  had  carried  out 
the  necessary  work  and  building  was  still  being  carried  out  on  the 
new  slaught  er hou  se . 

There  are  now  3  slaughterhouses  in  operation  and 
two  of  these  are  being  used  by  wholesale  slaughtermen, 

_  slaughtering  at  one  slaughterhouse  commenced  on 
the  1st  April  and  another  at  the  beginning  of  July. 

^ill  t>e  appreciated  that  the  amount  of  meat 
inspected  has  greatly  increased  and  is  expected  to  increase  further 
during  the  coming  year. 


the  period  of  fog  the  number  of  deaths  was 
again  very  high  and  although  the  burning  of  smokeless  fuels  has 
removed  much  of  the  anoke  from  the  atmosphere  the  other  waste  gasses 
are  still  being  discharged  into  the  air. 


I...  would  appear  that  further  research  is  still 
necessary  to  try  to  eliminate  the  waste  gasses  from  ohe  fuc_i_. 

At  the  present  time  many  bungalows  are  being  built 
witn  the  resulting  low  chimney  outlet,  the  waste  from  the  fires  are 
being  discharged  at  a  low  level  with  little  chance  of  being  properly 
dif.used  and  in  my  oninion  is  aggravating  the  position.

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  district  is  from  Rochdale  &  Oldham 
Corporations.  The  statutory  water  undertaking  being  Rochdale.  The 
water  is  from  the  Moorland  gathering  grounds.  Of  the  3258  houses  of  the 
district,  3073  are  supplied  from  the  mains.  The  houses  not  receiving 
mains  water  are  those  scattered  throughout  the  outer  fringe  where  there  are 
no  water  mains  and  are  farm  houses  and  anall  hamlets.  The  supplies  being 
from  private  wells  and  springs. 

Sampling

Sewage  Disposal 

Most  of  the  district  is  sewered  and  the  sewage  treated  at  the 
sewage  works  situate  at  Uncouth. 


The  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  district  is  now  150  having  been 
reduce!  oy  demolition  of  unfit  houses.  The  night  soil  is  collected  with 
a  gully  emptier  fitted  with  night  soil  attachment  and  disposed  of  by 
discharging  into  the  sewer  for  treatment  at  the  sewap-e  works.

The  cleansing  service  is  operated  by  one  7J  cub. yard  side  loading 
and  one  11  -  15  cub.  yard  "Bantam"  Karrier  packer  refuse  collection 
vehicles  staffed  by  two  drivers  and  6  men.
